The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest singularly or an obvious 
combination of a abdominal exerciser having a flexible plate with a plurality of 
projections on the bottom surface of the plate and a thermal keeping plate with 
projections stacked to the bottom surface of the flexible plate, the keeping plate 
operative to prevent heat generated by the abdomen from dissipating, a weight applying 
means fixed to the top surface of the flexible plate, and where the projections from the 
flexible plate contact the skin of the abdomen and attack the subcutaneous fat of the 
abdomen on the user while an exercise regime is being performed as recited in claim 1.
